CHAMPNESS HELPS LARGE 
RANCHERS IN ATTACK 
ON FARM WORKERS

They arg trying to put over the idea that the bill is 
able to the workers and a great imposition foisted on employers. 
It is < allegedly the answer to the great wave of strike struggles 
tha at has turned the industrial field into a battle field. 

They carefully avoid the plain word “strikes” and speak of 
“collective bay gaining.” If “collective bargaining” means that the 
workers are ientitled to ask their employers for decent wages 
and conditioris, it means nothing. If it means the workers are 
entitled to mys under their own leadership, strike and force em- 
‘ployers to grant such demands, then it woitd be getting’ down 
to business. | : 

In this ¢ase, what has the Wagner Bill got 
hiring scabs? For this is the very crux of the situation and is 
carefully excluded from the document. If employers are per- 
mitted to sufround their plants with private armies and operate 
with such scab labor, then what is the value of “collective bar- 
gaining?” . 

~ The Wagner Bill is aimed at aubomatieally selling out strikes 
before they dre even called. It establishes a “supreme court” of 
labor which, ¢an arbitrarily hand down decisions. It means that 
before workets ever walk out on strike, their demands are in the 
hands of the “supreme court” and they are told to remain on 
| their jobs and await a decision. If they strike anyhow, they are 
against the law and will be attacked by state troopers and the 
ie Paton Guard.
